As a sporting 
events the Super Bowl 
isn^t all that great. I can^t even tell you who 
won two years ago. But it’s the biggest TV 
event in our country— and a huge part of it is 
the ads. According to Nielsen, more people 
watch the game for the commercials than the 
actual football/Madonna lip-synching. 

So with companies releasing their ads 
online days before the game even kicks off, 
they’re taking the fun out of the experience. 
(Granted, this is probably the biggest First 
World Problem ever.) 

Sure, we’ll still have tons of food, many 
opportunities to place irresponsible bets and 
copious reasons to make hilarious Eli Man- 
ning faces. But the Super Bowl always has 
been more about one giant shared American 
experience, something so rare now 

When a truly great Super Bowl commer- 
cial came on a couple of years ago, everyone 
would stop and watch. And you know how 
things are funnier when you are laughing 
with other people because they’re laughing 
too? That always happened at Super Bowls. 
The next day everyone would dissect his or 


her favorite commercials around the 2ist cen- 
tury equivalent of the water cooler (the line 
at Starbucks?), debating which was the fun- 
niest, who cried during the Google commer- 
cial ... things like that. It was a truly shared 
experience. Now it sort of feels like someone 
spoiled that Darth Vader was Luke’s father or 
Bruce Willis was dead the whole time. 

For advertisers trying to get the most out 
of their $3.5 million, it makes sense. But it 
comes at the expense of taking away from 
one of the greatest days of the year. 

'loo often entertainment is experienced 
individually, which in some ways is great. You 
can watch pretty much on your computer 
while wearing sweatpants. But in many ways 
culture is now so individualized it’s like 
everyone has his own set of headphones 
plugged into a device carrying everything 
that could possibly be deemed interesting 
(which is probably true). 

Because so much entertainment is leaked 
online before the release date, there are 
few moments left in which people feel like 
they’re all experiencing it at the same time. 

If I heard there was going to be a “Ferris 
Bueller” or Jerry Seinfeld and Soup Nazi 
ad, I would have been legitimately excited 
(until the Jay Leno part at least). But now 
that I and pretty much everyone I know has 
already seen them, it will actually make them 
airing during the Super Bowl disappointing, 
realizing it could have been a good moment 
but it already happened. 

Life moves pretty fast. If you don’t stop 
and look around once in a while, you could 
miss it. Being able to stop and share a mo- 
ment with people is pretty important too.

Shooter 
still being 
sought 

Investigators continue 
to receive tips four years 
after Lane Bryant killings

Five heart-shaped red balloons floated silently 
away over a vacant storefront in Tinley Park 
on Thursday in memory of the lives lost four 
years ago in one of the south suburbs’ most 
infamous crimes. 

Family members came to remember the 
five women who were shot and killed inside 
the Lane Bryant women’s clothing store on 
Feb. 2, 2008, when a gunman entered about 
[O a.m. while posing as a deliveryman. 

He announced he was robbing the store 
and bound six women with duct tape in a 
back room. About 45 minutes later, police ar- 
rived to find five of them had been killed, shot 
execution-style. One woman survived with a 
graze wound to the neck. 

Killed were Jennifer Bishop, 34, of South 
Bend, Ind.; store manager Rhoda McFarland, 
42, of Joliet; Sarah Szafranski, 22, of Oak For- 
est; Connie Woolfolk, 37, of Flossmoor; and 
Carrie Hudek Chiuso, 33, of Frankfort. 

Relatives of Bishop, McFarland and Szaf- 
ranski met one another outside the store 
Thursday morning. Bishop’s sister, Michele 
Talos, drove from South Bend with two of her 
best friends to remember the victims for fam- 
ily members who couldn’t attend Thursday 

“I feel like I want to come for them too, be- 
cause I know we’re all praying for each other and 
thinking of each other all the time,”TMos said. 

Despite the lack of promising leads in the 
crime’s investigation, Talos said she still hopes 
justice will be served. At the same time, she 
fears the gunman’s arrest because of what it 
would mean for her sister’s three children, 
now ages ii, 9 and 4. 

“I don’t want them to be older and have to 
sit through a trial and live through what this 
day was four years ago,” she said. 

Tinley Park police Cmdr. Pat McCain said 
137 tips related to the case came in during 
2011, pushing the total to 6,602. Fotxr full- 
time investigators are working on the case. 

Officers have followed tips to Texas, Lon- 
don and North Carolina, and they continue 
to comb through cellphone records of calls 
made in the area on the day of the shooting 
for possible connections.

Separately, the commission unanimously 
approved a recommendation to give land- 
mark status to the Wrigley Building on Mich- 
igan Avenue, a move preservation advocates 
say is long overdue. 

“The Wrigley Building is one of Chicago’s 
premier downtown buildings and interna- 
tionally known as one of the greatest designs 
of legendary Chicago architecture,” said Lisa 
DiChiera, director of advocacy for the non- 
profit Landmark Illinois organization. “Most 
people are shocked to learn that this iconic 
building was not already designated as an of- 
ficial Chicago Landmark long ago.”

Komen group denies 
anti-abortion pressure 


WASHINGTON Breast cancer charity Susan G. Komen 
for the Cure on Thursday denied political pressure 
from anti-abortion groups had anything to do with its deci- 
sion to cut off funding for the Planned Parenthood Federa- 
tion of America, trying to contain a crisis between the two 
leading women’s health groups. 

In a 3 1/2-minute video statement posted on its website 
and AbuTube, the Komen foundation said critics have mis- 
characterized its decision to deny new money to Planned 
Parenthood and warned the controversy could distract at- 
tention from the struggle against breast cancer. 

“We will never bow to political pressure,” Komen found- 
er Nancy Brinker said in the video. 

“The scurrilous accusations being hurled at this organiza- 
tion are profoundly hurtful to so many of us,” she said. “But 
more importantly they are a dangerous distraction from the 
work that still remains to be done in ridding the world of 
breast cancer.” 

The Komen foundation, known for its pink ribbon sym- 
bol and Race for the Cure fundraisers, has collected more 
than $1.9 billion for breast cancer research and programs. It 
has affiliates in more than 100 U.S. cities and 50 countries. 

Planned Parenthood provides abortion, birth control 
and other health services to women. It had received about 
$700,000 annually from Komen to provide access to mam- 
mograms for low-income women. 

Brinker said the funding change reflects a new internal

strategy aimed at using donation money more effectively by 
eliminating duplicate grants and tightening eligibility rules. 

That includes withholding funding from a group under 
investigation by U.S. authorities. Republican lawmaker Cliff 
Stearns is probing Planned Parenthood over its use of tax- 
payer funds. 

“Regrettably this strategic shift will affect any number 
of long-standing partners. But we have always done what is 
right for our organization, for our donors and volunteers,” 
Brinker said.

HEY, SPOILERS! SOME OF US WON’T CATCH THE BIG GAME LIVE

Get ready to fill up on wings, guzzle some 
beers and slap a few high-fives. Super Bowl 
Sunday is approaching. 

It’s undoubtedly the biggest TV event of 
the year— the 2011 game set a record for the 
most-watched U.S. program of all time, ac- 
cording to The Nielsen Company— but not 
everyone will be on the couch for the show- 
down between the New England Patriots 
and New York Giants on Sunday afternoon. 
Consider the plight of restaurant workers, 
airline travelers and football followers other- 
wise unable to watch it as it unfolds. RedEye 
checked in with such unlucky fans to see how 
they plan to take in the main event. 

Inside a hot, tiny kitchen at Ian’s Pizza 
in Wrigleyville, cooks will be craning their 
necks and straining their eyes to see any 
game action. The Clark Street pizza spot has 
one small TV mounted above a register so 
customers can watch the game, but the cooks 
have to catch a play in the reflection of the 
TV in the windows. 

“That’s the one day we have that turned 
up all the way” manager Mike Wood said. 
They’ll also rely on regular dispatches from 
people out front, he said. 

Still, workers won’t have much time to take 


in the game during crunch time Sunday: typi- 
cally before kickoff and at halftime. That’s 
when party hosts are most likely to order piz- 
zas and bargoers are to come in for a slice. 

The scene at Ian’s plays out in similar ways 
at bars and restaurants across the country 
Eood industry workers collectively will be 
filling orders for 48 million Americans who 
are expected to get takeout. 

Another 12 million customers are predict- 
ed to watch the game at a restaurant or bar, 
according to The National Restaurant Asso- 
ciation. 

As far as the delivery drivers. Wood said, 
they have it easy: “They’re in the car and can 
turn on their radio.” 

Who else might have a tough time catch- 
ing the game? Airline travelers, who for the 
most part are out of range to catch televised 
or online updates, unless they’re at the air- 
port bar or flying with a company that pro- 
vides live TV or an Internet connection. 

Southwest Airlines, for example, is 
equipped with WiEi so passengers can get 
updates from their electronic devices. And 
pilots have been known to update travel- 
ers during sporting events such as the Super 
Bowl, according to a spokeswoman for the 
airline. 

New Y)rk-based airline JetBlue offers fliers 


live TV on individual seat-back screens. The 
airline plans to celebrate the Super Bowl with 
$i alcoholic drinks during game time and free 
buffalo wing pretzel snacks. 

Other globe-trotting fans might not have 
that luxury 

John Enos of Rogers Park wiU be out at sea 
on a four-day singles cruise to Mexico and 
Key West. He has no idea if the cruise ship 
will have Internet or WiEi so he can at least 
check the score online. 

“If they have a TV showing the game at a 
bar on the ship. I’ll be watching it if I can,” 
said Enos, 47, an Internet technology admin- 
istrator. 

Just in case, he plans to DVR the game 
so he can watch it when he returns Monday 
“Knowing my luck. I’ll miss it and it’ll be the 
greatest game ever and go into overtime,” he 
said. 

If he wasn’t on the cruise, he said he’d be 
hosting a Super Bowl party grilling food and 
snacking on his chili dip. But he had a “total 
brain freeze” when he booked his first cruise 
in November. 

“I didn’t even stop and look at the calen- 
dar,” he said. “I would have been really upset 
if it was the Bears.”

As the boy wizard in a billion-dollar movie franchise, 
Daniel Radcliffe grew up before fans’ eyes. But a decade 
after entering Hogwarts, the actor, now 22, has graduated 
from Harry Potter to adult roles. 

Most notably, he starred in a stage production of 
“Equus” in his native London and New York for which 
he flashed his physique. Soon he’ll begin work on “Kill 
Your Darlings,” a true-life murder story in which he co- 
stars as poet Allen Ginsberg. His Gothic horror movie 
“The Woman in Black” opens Friday 

Radcliffe spoke by phone from New York, where he 
was completing a successful run on Broadway in the mu- 
sical “How to Succeed in Business (Without Really Try- 
ing).” 

Although this movie is your first aduit roie, it isn’t the 
first time you’ve worn Victorian garb. When are you go- 
ing to do a whole movie in biue jeans? 

I know! I hope that at some point in my life. I’ll do something 
contemporary. But I’m not complaining, because I love that 
steampunk aesthetic and those old costumes. If I could 
wear them every day without getting beat up, I would. 


You’ve been making movies since you were a child, so 
when you watch movies as a consumer, can you stiil be 
scared by them, or do you notice ail the tricks? 

When I first start making films, I was obsessed with how spe- 
cial effects were achieved. I remember watching the brilliant 
opening battle sequence of “Gladiator” and thinking: That 
must have taken ages to make, and a lot of money. But now I 
can just sit back and enjoy things like everyone else. 

Now that the Potter series is over, do you have more 
time for your own amusements? 

Not really. After the last Potter film, I had about a month and 
a half break, but I spent it preparing for this film and for my 
role [on Broadway] in “How to Succeed in Business.” I’ve 


always found time to go to the cinema, but I literally cannot 
remember the last time I was able to go to a club and see a 
band, although I’ve been to the Reading music festival sev- 
eral times. 

Have you gotten to travei much? 

Last year for my birthday I spent a week in Russia, which is 
a country I always wanted to visit. But I’m not interested in 
going to hot countries and just laying on the beach. I don’t 
know how to relax, and I don’t particularly enjoy it when 
people try to make me. If I’m going to travel. I’d rather do 


it for work. My favorite claim to fame is that I was the first 
Western actor to attend a film premiere in communist China, 
for the second Potter movie. 

When you’re out in public, does it still astonish you to see 
your own image on billboards or magazine covers? 

I’m used to it by now, but I do enjoy the effect that it has on 
other people. A fellow from “How to Succeed” went on holi- 
day in the Caribbean and he said that the first thing he saw 
when he got to the hotel was a cardboard cutout of me. And 
I thought: Welcome to my world.

The Woman

If it looks like a 
haunted house and 
sounds like a haunted 
house, it is probably a haunted house. 

Yet the ominously remote location and 
eerie appearance that practically includes 
a sign reading “Stay away you fool!” aren’t 
enough to deter Arthur Kipps (Daniel “Harry 
Potter” Radcliffe), a young lawyer sent to 
finalize some paperwork and deliver on one 
last chance to save his job. Obviously Kipps 
has little faith in his employment prospects; 
the more he sees screaming ghosts and learns 
about deceased children, the more he insists 
on walking slowly down dark hallways in 
search of something unlikely to complete his 
assigned task. 


Working from Susan Hill’s Victorian-era 
novel, writer Jane Goldman and director 
James Watkins subscribe to the notion that 
it’s always terrifying for something spooky to 
appear and then disappear on second glance. 
Since they also don’t think that will be 
enough to scare anyone who’s seen a horror 
movie before, the generic “Woman in Black” 
frequently accentuates its brooding, aimless 
scenes with music that sounds like someone 
dropped an elephant on a piano. 

The film seems to move ploddingly toward 
depth Radcliffe never conveys and a twist 
that never comes. In the meantime, Kipps 
fails to suggest much commitment to his own 
4-year-old child (whose mother died during 
childbirth) by running into a burning build- 
ing. Or perhaps fire isn’t a big deal— consid- 
ering the guy spends one gloomy day after 
another surrounded by tales of dead children 
and the pressure of paperwork, maybe we’re 
supposed to think he’s already in hell.

West has neither the budget nor the imagination to deliver new, unfor- 
gettable images to make you jump out of your socks; he’d rather tighten 
the tension and let you wonder if anything’s even happening at all. As a 
former TV star who now sees herself as a healer, Kelly McGiUis (yes, of 
“Top Gun”) establishes a crucial, disarming rapport with Paxton, who 
brings nuance to a woman disappearing into her own terrified curiosity 
“The Innkeepers” is a streamlined genre exercise that’s spruced up 
by better-than-average dialogue, though the movie’s likely to frustrate 
people wanting major freak-out moments. It will, however, satisfy anyone 
who understands that people often believe what they want to believe, 
with or without evidence. With all the rumors and unexplainable behav- 
ior in the world. West suggests, you could drive yourself crazy

Decadent Gold Coast spots 
tackle weekend mornings

It's raining bloody marys in the Gold Coast thanks 
to two new weekend brunches. 

Bistronomic (840 N. Wabash Ave. 312-944- 
8400), a polished little French bistro just off the 
Viagra Triangle, kicked off 2012 with the debut 
of its weekend brunch menu. A bit further north, 
the spacious, stunning revamp of the longtime 
supper-club classic the Pump Room (1301 N. State 
Parkway 312-787-3700) also is trying its hand at 
brunch. We spent a weekend gorging in the Gold 
Coast to size both of them up. 


Crowd surfing 

Bistronomic: Chatty duos of girl- 
friends, a few gray hairs and famiiies 
with babies in tow. 

The PutTt|i Room: Couples young and 
old checking out of the Public ITotef 
big dressed-up groups and families 
with babies in tow. 

Chef sightings 

Bistronomic: Chef Martial Noguier 
makes the rounds to ask (in his French 
accent) if your table is “having a good 
time?” Why yes, thanks to those bot- 
tomless mimosas, we sure are! 

Pump Room: I didn’t spot executive 
chef Bradford PhilHps (who cooked at 
LM prior to this gig), because he prob- 
ably was hard at work in the kitchen. 
Big-name chef Jean- Georges \bngeri- 
chten (who created the “overall food 


concept and menu,” the menu states) 
probably was in New "^rk. 

Something sweet 

Bistronomic: Basic brioche French 
toast ($11) feeb indulgent thanks to 
creme brulec batter, orange slices and 
Cjrand Marnier syrup. On the sweet- 
and-salty side, there’s a Belgian waffle 
with bacon and an egg (Sio). 

Pump Room: T'he massively thick 
challah French toast (Si 2) with a 
chestnut- brown, crunchy outside and 
soft, flavorless inside brought back 
memories of cafeteria French toast 
sticks, though more prettily presented 
with crispy bacon and a few bites of 
roasted apple. Other sweet options 
include doughnut holes with spiced 
vanilla custard sauce for dipping (S 8 ) 
and a small sticky bun with cream 




cheese frosting ($5), both perfectly passable ' 
but nothing special. 

Good eggs 

Bistronomic: An innocuous-sounding mush- 
room omelet ($12) is made memorable with 
a drizzle of mushroom-red wine sauce and 
fingerling potatoes cooked in duck fat. j 

Pump Room: The h™1lide-up frittatah ^ 
isn’t actually a frittata at all; it’s two con- 
joined sunnyside-up eggs scattered with 
bacon, dill, shards of asparagus, tiny croutons 
and red chili slivers that deliver a zingy morn- 
ing wakeup call. It’s definitely one of the 
most unique brunch dishes I’ve tried, but not 
especially filling for $14. 

Day drinking 

Bistronomic: Cocktails are limited to the 
traditional bloody marys and mimosas (both 
$8), though they’ll keep refilling your glass of 
the latter for $15 per person. 

Pump Room: The cocktail menu looked to 
be the same one offered at dinner, with the 
most morning-worthy pick being a seasonal 
fruit bellini ($14), but everyone in the dining 
room was drinking the bloody marys ($10). 
My brunch pal/bloody mary connoisseur 
announced it as being her favorite in recent 
memory, despite the wimpy garnish (a single 
celery stalk). 



filthy rich. You don’t have to care about the 
names of the artisan producers of the ham 
(Nueske’s, with slices stacked a half-inch 
high) or the cheese (Pleasant Ridge Reserve 
from Uplands Cheese Company mind-blow- 
ingly buttery) to appreciate the decadence of 
this egg-topped sandwich. The fries (like the 
potatoes, they’re cooked in duck fat) on the 
side nearly send me into a blissful food coma. 

Pump Room: The fact that I didn’t order 
the croque madame ($12). Both diners at the 
table of two next to me did, and I couldn’t 
help but be jealous of the sunnyside-up quail 
eggs atop each half of their sandwiches. 

Know before you go 

Bistronomic: Weekend brunch is served from 
10 a.m.-2:3o p.m. Saturdays and Sundays. Un- 
less you have a big group, you probably don’t 
need a reservation. 


Can’t stop thinking about ... 

Bistronomic: The croque madame ($14), 
which can only be described as rich. Filthy, 


Pump Room: Weekend brunch is served 
from 10 a.m.-3 p.m. Saturdays and Sundays. 
A number of tables are prioritized for hotel 
guests, so reservations are recommended. 


BOTTOM LINE 

Though the Pump Room’s simple menu descriptions often undersell (it’d be nice to know the 
French toast comes with bacon), it’s a fairly good brunch in a stunning setting. Bistronomic
